Sharp passages at arms are In 


sight between the 
Secretary of 


State Byrnes and Russian Foreign 
Minister Molotov. For one thing 
a new and serious difficulty has 
arisen over Moscow's heavy repa- 
rations demands on shattered Hun- 
gary. America Is Insisting warmly 
that a new economic deal for Hun- 
gary is essential to European peace. 
Then there Is the crisis In Austria 


revolving about Russia's sulAire of 
the important industries In the So- 
viet jion'e for Gorman renyiratlons. 
The Balkans also provide fiery dif- 
ferences. 


However, an I see It the crux 


of tho matter doesn't lie In any one 
of , these disputes but is in this 
broad Isaue: 


Juat what la It that Russia wants 


—(1) In the way of expansion of 
her zones of influence, and (2) in 
the way of spreading Communism 
to other countries? 


If you can get the answers to 


those questions, then you will be 
able to make a fair prediction 
about whether we shall have world 
peaca. If I were a Russian, I prob- 
ably should reverse the Inquiry and 
demand to know the aims of Brit- 
ain and America.

TO START SCHOOL 
UNLESS VACCINATED 


AUSTIN, July 28.— (SpU— "From 


a hcnlth standpoint children are 
not ready to enter school until 
they have been successfully vacc'- 
nated against smallpox," Dr, Geo 
W. Cox, State Health Officer, re- 
minds parents who expect to enroll 
their youngsters 
in 
September. 


"Many school districts make vac- 
cinntion an entrance requirement, 
and children who have never been 
vaccinated, and also those vaccin- 
ated in babyhood, should be taken 
to the physician for vaccination 
now, 
so that the scar will be well 


healed before school opens. 


Immunization against diphtheria 


is also strongly recommended for 
further protection. 
Parents are 


urped to have their children pro- 
tected from diphtheria by Immun- 
ization with toxold. Children who 
had this protection 
in 
infancy 


should receive a booster doae be- 
fore entering school in order to 
maintain Immunity at a high level. 


Protection "Musts." 


"These two types of protection 


against disease should be consid- 
ered 'musts' for preschool children," 
Dr. Cox declared. "Any other 
im- 


munizations that the physician may 
recommend will, of course, provide 
additional health security." 


In addition to 
this 
protection 


against specific communicable dis- 
eases each child getting ready to 
enter school should also receive a 
complete physical examination by 
his private physician or at the 
nearest clinic, 
Any treatment or 


correction of defects advised by 
the doctor should be undertaken 
immediately in order that the child 
may enter school In the beat pos

A 
runner takes them to either the 
Associated Press, or, In some in- 
stances, another telegrapher. Your 
vote now begins Its return 
trip 
home. 


An A. P. editor checKS It, writes 
a story from the totals, hands it 
to another editor for doublechcck- 
ing, 
then a third editor gives it 
the final okay and hands it to a 
teletpye operator, who punches It 
on his machine. 


Local Editor* Work 
In less than a second, these words 


flash back to your hometown edi- 
tor. He takes the copy, checks, 
edits the story or totals down to 
what he knows is the local Interest, 
writes a headline, spots the story 
on Ms dummy, and sends the copy 
back to a linotype operator who 
sets H In type. A proof Is pulled, 
and a proofreader checks It for er- 
rors. 


Finally it gets into your paper, 


after going through the various In- 
tricate 
processes necessary 
for 
prlntmg. Newsboya distribute the 
paper. 


Your vote has made Its mark. It 
has gone a long, long way. It haa 
caused ft lot of headaches. Start- 
ing in your precinct polling place, 
it may end there in a paper care- 
lessly tossed on a table.
